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Summer’s constant palette turns to both the mut- 
edness and vibrancy of fall. Nature flings her col- 
ors across the landscape without regard to what 
went before. Oak, sycamore, beech, maple—from 
one year to the next, you’re never sure what shade 
exactly October brings. Take a cue from Nature. 
Don’t be bound by rules that 
only last a season. With fall 
has come a quietness to last 
year’s kicky combinations.

Pictures are meant for homes—not museums.
